A fire on Fourth street, 
between 


Broadway and Washington streets, to- 


day, 
destroyed the shop and 
ware- 


house of the Wakefleld Manufacturing 
Company, which has been making 
a 


specialty of mattresses and wire beds, 
and obliterated the abiding place of 
several families, and did more or less 
damage to several others. 


It is estimated that the property de- 


stroyed was valued at about $10,000. 
The amount of Insurance cannot be 
estimated, owing to the absence of the 
parties interested. 


For a time It looked as If the fire 


would sweep over the southern section 
of the city before it would be placed 
under control. .

THE ALARMS.

Fails by Small 


Margin, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 22—The 


commission .appointed to inquire into 
the attempt upon the life of the Sultan 
yesterday hag ascertained tha.t the ex- 
plosion caused the death of 24 persons 
and wounded .57, In addition 55 horses- 
were 
injured. 
The 
investigations 


show that the outrage was committed 
by two Hungarians. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 21, 
via 


Sofia, Bulgaria, July 
22.—The bomb 


which was intended to blow up the 
Sultan fell short and exploded about 
thirty yards from his majesty. 
The 


latter was at the' time on the top step 
of the flight leading from the Mosque. 
A panic immediately surrounded the 
Sultan's entourage and the court dig- 
nitaries rushed up and implored Abdul 
Hammid to remain in the Moso.ue. 


The Sultan, 
however, Insisted on 


proceeding and entered his carriage 
with a calmness not usually attributed 
to him and picking up the rp'ns drove 
himself to the Tildiz Palace amidst 
the cheers of the admiring officials. 


The explosion was heard as far as 


the Pera quarter. Beside the soldiers 
in the vicinity several 
horses 
were 


killed, carriages were smashed into 
matchwood and the windows of the 
pavilion reserved for the diplomatic 
corps were broken. The pavIHon con- 
tained, among others, IT. Grant Smith. 
second secretary of the American le- 
gation here, who was accompanied by 
Captain Smiley, of the TJ. S. Army. 


No one was hurt in the pavilion with 


the exception of a few attendants, who 
received scratches from flying glass. 
The force of the explosion also dam- 
aged the clock tower In the court yard 
of the Mos<jue. 
. Immediately after the 
Sultan had 


departed a detachment 
of 
cavalry 


charged down the street parallel with 
the Mosque and from which the bomb 
was thrown in hopes of finding the 
author of the attempt, who, however* 
Cias not yet been discovered. 


Although the outrage occurred at 1 


p. m., the fact that His Majesty's life 
had been in danger did not become 
generally known until night, when it 
aroused widespread excitement as It 
was the first bomb explosion of this 
character that ever occurred in Con- 
stantinople. 
The majority of those 


killed or injured were soldiers 
who 


were on the road near the Mosque. 
The authorities are greatly disturbed 
and unable to explain how the would 
be regicide passed through the cordon 
.of troops which always bars the roads, 
leading to the Mosque so soon as the 
Sultan leaves the place.

The President's Speeches. 


An Eastern newspaper says the President talks too much. Per- 


toaps it Is not the volume but the tenor of the President's remarks that 
offends the critic. It is to be observed that he finds fault with a good 
deal that Mr, Roosevelt says, and, judging by appearances, is only 
held back by policy from finding fault with more. Nearly all the Presi- 
dent says finds a responsive echo in the hearts of the people. They un- 
derstand what he means, they appreciate that he means what he says, 
and they know that his words, however lacking in the burnish of the 
phrase monger, express the sincere conviction of an honest heart 
and a true patriot. They recognize that his words never fail to ring 
true, never fail to cheer on the right and rebuke'the wrong. It is not 
that the President says things so much better than any one else or 
titters truths hitherto undiscovered that the people listen with eager 
interest to \vhat he has to say, but because his utterances come frdm 
a man whose practices square with his professions and whose advice 
to his countrymen not only embodies the principles of a sound, virile 
and fearless citizenship, but sets forth a rule of conduct that the 
President has faithfully adhered to ever since his entrance into public 
life. It is the immense moral courage of the man, his intense earnest- 
ness and his strenuous living up to his own teaching that imparts to 
his pubfic utterances their magnetic and captivating quality. 
To dil- 


letante statesman and hypercritical students of the fashions of speech, 
the President may seem too copious in his utterances, too ready to 
speak his mind and too indifferent to the structure of his sentences, 
but to the plain people who admire frankness, courage and sincerity 
the President's addresses will always possess charm and interest. His 
words, as was said of the troopers of Gustavus Adolphus, are all 
steel and leather, and though they may lack polish on occasion, are 
fashioned for service rather t-ri^n show. Hostile criticism can no more 
break their force than tinselled courtiers could beat down the stern 
horsemen of the great Swedish king. It is the man behind the speech 
that holds attention. 


The Apotheosis of Lawson. 


In introducing Tom Lawson to a Kansas audience the other day, 


one E. J. Ridgway, editor of Lawson's monthly organ, said -<— 


"When the American people needed a father, God raised up a 


Washington; when the American people needed an emancipator, God 
raised up a Lincoln, and in my judgment in oar present extremity 
God has raised up Lawson." 


If God did really raise up Lawson, it would seem a good time just 


now to drop him. He has turned State's evidence on his former asso* 
ciates to serve his own ends, and the value of his testimony must be 
weighed in the light of his motives, his evident animus and his own 
career as a freebooter of the stock market; but hi3 revelations have 
served to the full extent nf 'heir usefulness. Lawson himself, cuts a 
s6-rry figure. He has caused two or three flurries in the stock market 
by \hich he has profited and his dupes suffered, but beyond that he 
has done little beside making it unpleasant for the men who did not, 
so he says, divide fairly with him the proceeds of a stock floating 
venture which he himself declares to have been infamous and dis- 
honest. 
Lawson has tried to make the American people believe 


Rockefeller bought the election of President McKinley, and during 
the last campaign he charged that all the great corporate interests of 
the country were in a conspiracy to elect Judge Parker. He offered 
no proof to support his allegations and every specific prediction he 
made proved untrue. He has endeavored to inculcate the demoraliz- 
ing belief that the Presidency is at the disposal of the rich and cor- 
rupt elements of society and is sowing broadcast the hideous impres- 
sion that our whole political and financial system is rotten and cor- 
rupt 
The evidence he gives of this is mainly his own version of the 


wicked transactions in \\hich he participated. By his own admission 
he is baivhng a,fter his former associates because his share of the graft 
was smaller than the wages he deemed his infamy had earned. 


When this man stands on a public platform and allows himself 


to be apotheosized by his own stipendiary as an instrument of Divine 
justice worthy to rank with George Washington and Abraham Lin- 
coln, he caps the climax of indecent effrontery. 
It is time to canonize 


Black Bart and sell the 
bones of Dick Turpin for bacred .relics. 


George Washington, Abraham Lincoln and—Tom Lawson. Why ex- 
clude the impenitent thief on the cross? Why not lef the torches of 
hell keep honored company with the stars of heaven? Just as well if 
this blustering bunco steerer is to be admitted to the circle of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln 
What a triumvirate!

John D. Rockefeller 


Byron manifested strong insight into human character when he 


wrote: 


He who ascends to mountain tops will 
find 
, 


Their loftiest peaks enwrapped In snow; 
I 


Bo he who surpasses, or subdues, mankind, 


Must look down on the hate of those below. 


Jeffreys, the contemporaneous reviewer,, traversed this state- 


ment, attributing it to the misanthropic temperament of its author. 
Jeffreys declared the fate of successful men to be quite otherwise than 
to incur the hatred of their fellows. 


But, Jeffreys was wrong, and Byron was right. Mankind ap- 


plauds the phenomenal success of their fellow men, so long as that 
success contributes in some manner to their own advancement, but 
as a rule men secretly gloat over the fall of those who have achieved 
great eminence. 
The world found something extremely graitfjing 


in the fall of Napoleon. 
Phillips apostrophized him, but the panegyric 


contains an illy-concealed pleasure in the picturesqueness of the'fall. 
It exalts its subject to dizzy heights for the sake of the dramatic 
effectiveness of his ultimate abasement. 


John D. Rockefeller has reached a summit of wealth, from the 


apex of which the fortunes of other men appear but as mole hills. 
The great majority of mankind find in the accumulation of wealth the 
goal of their ambition. 
Those who are contending for the achieve- 


ment of the highest material well-being are to be counted by the mil- 
lions. Those who are seeking literary, scientific and artistic eminence 
may be counted by the hundreds. 


Wealth is power, and the achievement of power is the one para- 


mount ambition of men. This love of power becomes a veritable lust 
in the mediocx'e mind, and John D. Rockefeller finds this lofty emi- 
nence of wealth "enwrapped in snow." He is a target for every shaft 
of envy. The whole world is discussing John D. Rockefeller. No 
man who has lived has been the subject of so much bitter denuncia- 
tion. The pulpits chorus his dispraise. Ten thousand journals at- 
tribute to him demoniac qualities; ascribe to him malign influences, 
and hold him up to public scorn and contumely. The highest lit- 
erary geniuses of this country are engaged in drawing pictures of his 
moral deformity with vituperative malignity. All these denunciations 
have an even undertone. They uniformly declare, either in the be- 
ginning, in the middle or at the ending, that John D. Rockefeller is 
the "richest man in the world." 


And it is for this he is hated. 
Financially he has "surpassed and 


subdued mankind," and no man in all the catalogue of hated men has 
arrived at such a rich inheritance of deep-seated hatred and 
cold- 


hearted abuse. 


John D. Rockefeller acquired his wealth by reprehensible meth- 


ods. No man could have built up the mountain of wealth upon whose 
summit he stands by commendable, or even legitimate, methods. Ex- 
cept by accident or inheritance no man has honestly acquired great 
wealth. No man has gained wealth by the observance of higher prin- 
ciples than those which have governed John D. Rockefeller. No man 
in his short life time can create a million by his own labor. • If he 
achieves a million it has come to him as the result of shrewd specula- 
tion. He has obtained a franchise for nothing which became worth 
millions. Like John D Rockefeller tie has been an assassin of com- 
petition, and achieved great wealth by the royal road of monopoly. 
John D Rockefeller's gains are ill-gotten, but this may be «aid with 
truth of all great fortunes of the country. 
The man who has accum- 


ulated a million of dollars would not need a different heart to have 
accumulated a billion. What John D Rockefcllci has done is to so 
wield the ordinary methods of accumulation as to achieve the greatest 
result that has yet attended financial and commercial piracy. To the 
normal understanding the difference between Rockefeller and men of 
wealth generally is a difference of solid contents, not of principles, nor 
of probity. 


The most vehement charge made against Rockefeller concerns the 


relation his enterprise sustained to the railroads of the country. 
It 


is declared that he obtained a grip on the throat of the producer of 
petroleum, and another grip on the throat of the consumer, through 
his control of the instrumentalities of distribution. This was a crime 
—a sm against righteousness, worthy of every condemnation, and in 
its moral deformity the railroad managers of the country had full par- 
ticipation. Is there a moral difference between him who buys and 
him who. sells sin? Was Rockefeller worse tfian the railroads who 
partook of that crime against honesty and fair dealing? The railroads 
found that relation profitable, or they would not have engaged in it. 
And so all the stockholders of all the railroads in the country; all the 
bond holders of all the railroads, and all the bankers who held those 
bonds as security for the proper administration of depositors' money, 
were partakers with John D. Rockefeller in the financial piracy of un- 
fair railroad methods. Every railroad stockholder who has received 
a dividend has been in partnership with Mr. Rockefeller. Every bond 
holder who cashed his coupons had some of Rockefeller's "unclean 
money." 
Every bank stockholder who found investment in these 


bonds or stocks profitable, has to his credit and as a part of his fortune 
the results of a criminal manifestation of rapacity and greed in a great 
partnership of piracy between John D. Rockefeller and the railroads of 
America. And when these stockholders and bond holders and bank 
stockholders have contnbuted to the usual church "collection" they 
have put John D. Rockefeller's money into the plate. 


Another charge against John D., Rockefeller is that he formed an 


alliance with other trusts—the banking trust, the life insurance trust, 
the'telegraph trust, the railroad combinations, the rebate pirates and 
the steel trust thieves, and that these combinations inured in a greater 
degree to Mr. Rockefeller's financial advantage than to that of the 
other members of the unholy alliance. But, the relation of the trusts 
with John D. Rockefeller was profitable to the trusts, and all these 
have been beneficiaries of his methods and their fruits. 


And the newspapers of the country stand within the iron-clad 


iCitadel of the news monopoly—a trust which has its hand on the throat 
of popular intelligence—and have been the loudest in their denuncia- 
tions of Rockefeller's methods, but let it be remembered and never 
forgotten, that {he spirit of the Associated Press trust, of the steel 
trust, of the beef trust, of the banking trust—of all the trusts, is simply 
the incarnation of Rockefellensm, 
unendowed with 
Rockefeller's 


genius for wielding the implements of popular robbery. 


When Rockefeller is separated out from the vast host who have 


pursued and are pursuing Rockefeller methods, and who have been 
partners with him in all the crimes with which he stands charged, he 
may be held up as the embodiment of financial piracy merely for the 
conspicuousness of the example. 
His history may be used as an illus- 


tration of the highest type of its kind, but it should not be forgotten 
that Rockefeller is the leviathan of a financial ocean which swarms 
with minnows of his species.

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OAKLAIMDER'S VIVID DESCRIPTION OF LIFE IIS THE HEART OF THE GHETTO 
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BY HENRY KIRK. 


NEW YORK, July 15.—Last Sunday 


night I went to a concert at the Uni- 
versity Settlement in Livingston street 
in the heart of the Ghetto. When I 
got there the rooms were crowded. At 
a grand piano a beautiful woman in 
a gray gown was playing the "Moon- 
light Sonata." 
It was rather 
dis- 


tracting, as the day had been warm 
and the night, and I knew I would 
suffocate in that jammed place before 
it was half over. But I don't think 
that children of the Ghetto have any 
idea of discomfort, certainly not when 
there is anything educating going on. 
I don't know Just what they could 
think of the music, but anyway, they 
sat there without moving a muscle, 
without missing a note. In front of 
me was a young woman in a very 
heavy blue silk. She wore an immense 
white hat and had near pearls in her 
ears. She had a lot of other jewelry 
scattered about and some of the most 
remarkable hat pins I ever saw. One 
of them had a spangled butterfly on 
a wire, and bobbed ,up and down so 
continually I was almost hypnotized. 
The girl must have been frightfully 
warm, but she made no sign of it. 
What she thought of the music I don't 
think anyone could say. She had ab- 


solutely no expression, nerveless, the 
only life about her the bobbing but- 
terily on her hatpin. But she kept her 
eyes on a dead line with the piano 
and never moved them for an instant. 


The next performer was a young 


woman in very'artistic attire, various 
skirt, blousy waist effect, single string 
of coral,, scattered hair. She recited 
in one of the most haunting voices I 
ever heard an Indian folk talk. It was 
something about a woman wondering 
what she would do if her diad hus- 
band came back. 
One line went on 


about "no drink for the 
dead 
but 


tears," which I thought rather affec- 
tive. I don't know how the others 
took it, but after a while when 
the 


piece became dramatic, a boy behind 
me laughed. He was the only one who 
did, the others sat motionless. Then 
came a very little girl with a cornet, 
and the house awoke. ^I forget. what 
she played, something very simple, ex- 
ecution extremely so, but/the applause 
was Immense. A little boy next to me 
said, "It is so beautiful we cannot for- 
get It!" After this was an illustrated 
talk upon negro melodies, a 
violin 


solo, something of Wienlsawskis, play- 
ed remarkably well ,-by a boy of sis- 
teen; another piano piece by the girl 
in the gray gown, and a talk by the 


superintendent of the house. I won- 
der just what those boys and girls did 
think of it all. Beethoven, Wieneaw- 
ski, the negrb music that I know they 
didn't grasp, purely ethical; tne In- 
dian talk when the boy laughed! 
A 


splendid study of psychology. 


And I forgot to say that through It 


all, 'in just the open windows, up from 
the street came the most awful din, 
hundreds- of children on the pavement 
shouting anc? singing, laughing and 
crying. It never ceased for an Instant, 
went on without interruption from the 
first note of the piano to the last word 
of the superintendent. It seemed to 
bother no one about me, certainly not 
the girl with the bobbing butterfly, but 
it must have been annoying to the per- 
formers. 


The University Settlement is the 


largest and most important on.the east 
side. 
It occupies a large six • story 


building and is splendidly equipped 
with everything advancing for 
the 


matter as well as the mind of the 
youthful ghettites. • It's a remarkable 
thing when you think about It, one 
generation, oppressed Russians, Pol- 
ish Jews, 
the 
succeeding free-born 


American citizen, and beside all this, 
to' say nothing of Presidential possi- 


bilities, taken into the hearts 
and 


brains of cultured, well-bred Ameri- 
can men and women. There is mighty 
little return 'to the settlement worker 
for much of his labor. The children 
are grateful and affectionate. 
They 


crowd about you in the street, shout 
out your name a block away. 
They 


are boisterous in their show of affec- 
tion, almost tear your clothes off, but 
they are affectionate 
and 
grateful 


when they are children, buJt as they 
grow older they lose much of this and 
become almost arrogant. I think most 
of this.is due to the rare prejudice of 
the preceding generation. The Ghetto 
children, I believe, become suspicious 
as they reach their mateurity, either 
from their own ideas or those of their 
parents. 
They will not kee-> 
away 


from the settlements, for they. ha»e 
an Insane desire for knowledge and 
never lose an opportunity of getting 
it. And these Ghetto children are all 
bright. I don't think I ever saw a 
really dull child among them In all my 
experience, and I had four clubs of It 
for three months. But anyway, some 
of them think we are trying to con- 
v,ert them.

A prominent rabbi' denounced the 


work as proselytizing, and warned his 
people against it. This, of course, is 


all rot. The genuine settlement work- 
er is purely unselfish In his religious 
ideas, as well as in himself. Even the 
faddist is real for 'the moment. But 
It's all a martyrdom. 
I don't know 


how many people have told me they 
never expect to see much returns for 
their labors. It's all a sort of haven, 
to act sometime. This Is quite nice,

GROWING LARGER? 


A certain artist who, being wiser 


than his kind, has concealed his name, 
says that he can no longer get suit- 
able models for the female figure be- 
cause all the women of today have 
heads too large for their bodies. He 
lives in hopes that the increasing pop- 
ularity of athletics will develop the 
\ 
bodies till the old-fashioned propor- 


•. I tions 
admired by the sculptors 
of 


Greece shall be restored. He believes 
that the over-development of the fem- 
inine head Is due to modern culture. 
' 
He is a brave man, indeed, who 


dares to accuse the women of today 
of having, by reason of their learning, 
developed too far In this respect. But 
his view of the entire matter is askew. 
The Greek woman's head was 
too 


small; that is the real state of the 
case. She was as a type ignorant, un- 
learned, untrained in the use of the 
brain. 
One small head could easily 


carry all she knew, with room to snare. 


What this artist and all the rest of 


his'kind should do is to remodel their 
ideas about models. 
Let them stop 


worrying about the Greeks and carve 
in immortal marble the genius of Am- 
erican womanhood. There is nothing 
radically the matter with th.e .woman 
of today. 


"Feminine skulls are larger," 
says 


Mrs.. Lillie DeTireux Blake, "because 


~\ there must be more room for the 1m- 


V'proved size of the brains and the sym- 


metry of the form is increased by this 
development. How absurd would be 
the small cranium of 
the ancient 


Greek soldier on the massive form of 
a Scott or a Sherman, or the low fore- 
head of the antique woman on a Stan- 
ton." 


Mr. Fuller, the principal; of the Stu- 


dents' Art League, in giving his opin- 
ion, :said: 


"That Phidias, Michael Angelo and 


•the other great sculptors of Greece and 
Rome sacrificed the size of the head to 
accentuate the proportions of the body 
I flo not believe, or that women's heads 
were any smaller in the days the "Ven- 
us de Medici was modelled, but I do 
think the sculptor Inta^tionally made 
the -head smaller that -the beautiful 
^curves and ^proportions of the body 
mint **.ind out iii greater contrast. 


The correct measurements today 


are as follows: 
At birth 
the head 


measures about four times Into the 
height, at the age of five years six 
times into the height, in an adult about 
seven times and * half times into the 
height. In some Cases 
a 
wflman's 


head is larger than a man's. In mod- 
ern sculptor the head, you will notice, 
is much larger and more in proportion 
to the entire body." 


Mr. George H. Story, curator of the 


Metropolitan Museum of Art in the 
department*of paintings, was consid- 
erably interested in the discussion, as 
to the size of women's heads. 


"The largest heads," he said, "do not 


necessarily 
denote 
the 
greatest 


amount of brains, either In man or 
woman. It Is the quality, not 
the 


quantity, which counts. W» often see 
enormous heads bending over a tail- 
or's bench and small heads pleading 
before the Supreme Court Judges. 


In the time of Phidias Phryne was 


the model for all his Aphrodites and 
Athenenes. 
She was considered 
the 


most beautiful woman in Greece.. We 
do not learn that she was gifted with 
any great amount of intelligence, that 
her brain was any larger or weightier 
than the average Grecian woman of 
her day, but we do read much of her 
wonderful 
beauty and perfection of 


form, and can see for ourselves In the 
statues to be found In all art galler- 
ies, original and copies of the great 
master's woric. 


"The Venus de Medici, with her 


small head, is. wholly unemotional. She 
Is phrenologically perfect, but she is 
Just what she is represented as being, 
a woman' of marble. The enlargement 
of the mqdern woman's head I should 
not consider a sign of greater intelli- 
gence, for this reason: 
During the 


Renaissance period, following the early 
Roman '-and ^Greek, the women were 
magnificently educated and very Intel- 
ligent, yet we see u0 increase in the 
size of the head. A -woman's brains, 
that is a normal woman, ^are three 
ounces lighter than a man's. . In the 
case of the men the large head was 
accompanied by a large body, but I 
deiterate <my first statement that, it is 
quality Md ait Quantity that counts." 


One of the novelties of the season 


has been shirts for women Just like 
Gose worn by the men. 
They are 


nothing like the shirt waists or the 
blouses that have delighted women for 
years, but the facsimile of the gar- 
ments worn by the sterner sex, with- 
out any trimmings, gatherings or 
changing.

'11 only people could content them- 
selves with the fruits of the earth, with 
bread and -vegetables for their daily 
fare, how easily might men provide 
for their'families! If only women did 
not require such costly toilets they 
would never be under the necessity of 
working for tteir own living. For the 
present state of things men are -per- 
haps in the first Instance to blame, 
since they have encouraged women to 
become so frivolous and exacting; but 
the great fault lies with the women 
themselves, whose extravagances make 
them demand such sacrifices from their 
husbands.

that it is. All this has changed. A girl 
can whistle from the housetop now, 
without It occurring to 
anybody to 


prophesy that she will end htr days 
on the gallows. 'Does not at least one 
celebrated young woman earn her liv- 
ing by.wiilstling in the parlors of the 
rich and great? 


An old lady who calmly produced a 


pair of stockings and a darning egg 
the o&er day in a apeclalists's office 
and worked while waiting her turn 
provoked 
much covert 
amusement. 


This is only another proof of the con- 
ventional stupidity of human nature 
and its acceptance of silly and unalter- 
able laws for conduct -In the most 
trivial affairs/of life. The woman in 
question was really an economist of a 
valuable order and Illustrates what 
might change the character of society 
and particularly the feminine portion 
.of it. Who doe» not realize the enor- 
mous amount of time wasted In the lit- 
tle "waits" of life, In railway stations, 
at dentists' offices, in the istre'et cars, 
between the acts in the theater. Host 
of these are filled with caeap candy or 
light go**!?* though one f**ls dlstlnctl/ 


unsocial on such occasions.

much better if we could fill them to 
our betterment, either in a practical 
or an intellectual sense. A book car 
always be carried and it is wonderful 
how much reading the busiest woman 
can do by watching her opportunities.

It is stated that the Su- 
preme Court will endeavor to see that 
there is uniformity in the decisions and 
In the interpretation of the constitution 
by the new tribunals, hut will not heed 
petitions for the right to appeal unless 
some important point of law is involved. 


It is pointed out that if an appeal may 


be taken in every rase the work of the 
Supreme Court will .in no way be light- 
ened, as planned when the new Appel- 
late Courts were established by the Leg- 
islature. 
An appeal from a decision of 


the Sacramento Court of Appeals in the 
case of Sam Davis, convicted of burglary, 
brought forth the statement of the Jus- 
tices* views.

On one ranch 
over there, near Walnut Creek, .the 
largest ranch in that section of the 
country, I am told, there Is hardly 
white man to be seen. All those broad 
acres that might give employment to 
hundreds and hundreds of while men 
of Americans, of your own fellow coun- 
trymen, are now operated by Japan- 
ese. So fond of Mr. Jap is the owner, 
in fact, that he has gone to work and 
built there a Japanese house of bamboo 
in such manner as the houses in Japan 
are built, so that the laborers may feel 
quite at home. 


"On another place the Jp.ps are the 


lessees. They have taken the property 
for a monthly rental and the owner is 
meanwhile enjoying himself touring in 
some other part of the country. 


"These are some of the facts that 


moke it possible for the smallest body 
of persons who will work together to 
kill this movement • that 
is eating 


away at the very root of the American 
laborer's welfare. 
Show your legisla- 


tors at the national capital some of 
these facts. 
If just a few of you will 


go out in your own neighborhood and 
gather statistics <•< the ways in which 
the Orientals are keeping Americans 
from earning a living in their native 
land and present these statistics in 
places they will do some good you will 
see what a weight they will carry."

THE BO1UERS, 


The Bennington .had four 
cylindrical 
straightaway 
boilers, commonly 
called 


locomotive gunboat boilers. Each boiler 
was 17 feet 9 inches long and 9 feet 9 
inches in diameter,' They were originally 
designed to carry 160 pounds 01 steam,, 
but the. last log. received at the depart- 
ment shows that the safety valves were 
set. .for 145. pounds and'.that she carried 
from 135: to 140 pounds of steam In cruls-.-' 
ing:';: The boilers were fifteen years pld;r 
according to records, but 'were re-tubed 
in 1303. The.admiral of the Pacific-fleet 
in" October, 1903, reported',to"the Navy 
Department that 
the . boilers--were in; 


need of repairs, but- that the repairs were 
not urgent.'". A report from the engineer's 
office of the ship received-at'the depart-, 
ment about the, same time was .that t the 
boilers generally'.were in .poor condition, 
but that the Internal conditions of the 
boilers was good. -A -detailed report on 
the. condition of the boilers' was received 
last March.. In May last the Beirningion 
was sent- to ;'Mare Island,' when tempo- 
rary repairs were made on her boilers to 
put her in. cruising condition. It-to stated 
by the Bureau of Steam Engineering that 
there has been nothing in tlie reports 
coming to the department to show that 
the boilers .were In., an unsafe condition. 


THE RECORDS. 


As soon as the news of the explosion 


reached the steam-engineering bureau all 
the records, and reports relating .to the 
Bennington were reviewed by Admiral 
Hae, chief of the bureau, and-Jater he 
called on Acting Secretary Darling, when 
he advised him fully of ail the facts per- 
taining to the boilers of the ill-fated ship. 
• Acting,. Secretary of the Navy Darling 
made the. following, statement- relative to 
the-, disaster:

.'."The department has learned with the 
deepest regret of the disaster'.which over- 
took, the Bennington. ..Nothing unusual 
had been reported- to the department -with 
respect',.to the boilers in .the BenHing- 
ton. 
A detailed: report on. the condition 


of ti\e boilers .was made ,in M^rch..last 
arid repairs were "made in the following 
month. The boilers on the ships of our 
navy are receiving'constant attention and 
are constantly under the supervision ae 
well as the Inspection of engineer*."

Across the Bay. 


Hard Battle is Promised 
| at the Coming Primaries 


in San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.-Evidently the forthcoming 


campaign is to be one of the most desperate and bitter political 
battles ever fought in the 'city of San Francisco. From the way 
things are now opening up it is evident that there is to be little 
compunction about taking any advantage, however unfair, and 
both sides seem ready to go to any length to injure their oppo- 
nents. 
If things are so lively at this stage of the game, what 


may we expect after the nominations are made and a battle to 
take the scalp of Mayor Schmitz has really begun. • 
: 
The Euef-Schmitz crowd, in addition to their trickery in 


locating the polling booths at great distances from the centers of 
the voting population, have put up a mean job on their oppo- 
nents, and have summoned Fairfax Wheelan, Frank J. Symrnes 
and others of their most active enemies to serve as election 
officers in the polling booths. This, of course, will keep these. 


. active workers from rallying the anti-adrninistration forces, 
and the abuse of power on the part of -Schmitz and Euef is about 
as small and contemptible a bit of politics as we have seen in this 
city in many a long day.

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Another instance of littleness on the part of Schmitz and 


Euef was the attempt to order off the streets a wagon sent, out 
by the Republican League calling upon the citizens to register 
and declaring that the grafters would vote. Evidently Schmitz 
understood that by the word "grafters" the League referred to 
himself and his followers, and his Secretary, Senator George 
Keane, threatened, to arrest the driver if the wagon was not re- 
tired. This sort of thing tends to disgust .such followers of 
Schmitz as stand for decency and fair treatment. The threat 
of arrest was a show of autocratic power almost as bad as that 
evidenced in the fight against "The Bulletin," when the police 
were not permitted to interfere with the rioting. 


Ruef has been guilty of other trickery in the attempt to 


mislead.the voters as to the affiliations of his clubs. He sends 
. out his notices to the effect that his clubs are endorsed by, or are 
under the auspices of the "United Republican League." The 
use of the words "Republican League" is to give the impression 
that the club that is to hold a meeting is endorsed by the San 
Francisco Republican League, of which Clark and Fairfax 
Wheelan are the leaders. The United Eepublican League was 
an organization of two years ago, and in reality it has faded 
from political life. The use of its name is just a trick and an 
effort at a smart fraud. This is the sort of thing that "Ruef 
seems to consider wise campaigning.

But with all the inquiring into 
the acts of Schmitz nothing has been found 'on which a criminal 
complaint could be issued against him. That he is an instru- 
ment in the hands of Ruef goes without 'saying, and he must 
know that a great deal of rascality is prospering in San Fran- 
cisco during his administration. 
There axe a great many of ITS ' 


who would very much like to see some other man in the Mayor's 
chair; but that does not necessarily make us stand for an action 
as outrageous as that of the Grand Jury in issuing its report on 
the Mayor's acts.

Evidently the jury thought it would be able to charge the 


Mayor with some offense, because in the copies gjven with a 
ready and willing hand to the press of the city, the report began 
with an announcement that the Grand Jury accused the Mayor 
of non-feasance in office and neglect of duty. But after that the 
two lines of accusation were scratched out and the report simply 
went on to show that the Mayor had been derelict, in his duty in 
some rather unimportant details. The fact that this partial re- 
port was 'given out at this time, is proof enough ^hat it w^s in- 
tended as a political document,, calculated to influence the "vote 
at the primaries., For the Grand Jury_j.s going to.-make. at.some 
time a complete report of ..all of its doings,, criticising or com- 
mending the different departments of the city government and 
the different officeholders. But it came out now with the attack 
on the Mayor solely and simply m the hope that the report would 
prevent Abe Euef from capturing control of the Eepublican 
Conventions at the August primaries and that after those prim- 
aries the people would be influenced against again voting for 
Mayor Schmitz.

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The neglect'charged against the Mayor is of so little general 


interest and of such small consequence that the report looks as 
small and mean and spiteful as any of.the acts of Schmitz and 
Ruef complained of by the Eepublican League. If that was alt 
the Grand Jury could find against Mayor Schmitz, a Grand 
Jury probably could have found quite as much against the ad- 
ministration of Phelan at any time during that gentleman's in- 
cumbency, and we are beginning to consider Phelan's~ adminis- 
tration a very good one when considered from an executive 
point of view. I am inclined to believe that if the Grand Jury 
had been really able it could have found a great deal more to 
complain of against Mayor Schmitz ..than it did find. And when 
it found so little it would only have been fair and decent to have 
put its findings in a more gentlemanly form. In its present 
from the report is querulous and petty and ill-tempered, and the 
use of such a report in such, a bald political way is nothing short 
of an outrage. If Schmitz only-had a little more to commend 
him,-this action, of the Grand Jury, would swing to his support 


the votes of many men who admire justice and fair dealing and • 
abhor the thought that a Grand Jury, constituted to conserve 
the rights of all the citizens, should prostitute its powers to the 
base uses of partisan politics.

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The heavy registration in this city should presage a

When there its a large vote at the primaries the inachiue poli- 
ticians are always snowed runder; and though in this instance 
there are machine politicians on both sides, it is Ruef who has

'You ought to 
be ashamed of yourself. In your care 
have been placed the ashes of one ot the 
foremost men in the whole history of 
And you- don't

where they are!

churchyard and your parish distinguished 
all -the .world over. I have come 
3000 
miles to visit Charles Lamb's grave, and 
you, the rector of. the church, don't know 
where it Is! You ought to be-heartily 
ashamed of yourself.' And I turned upon 
my heel and left 
hfin standing there, 
speechless and confounded." 
Half an hour after the above incident 
occurred, and while Hutton was groping 
around the graveyard In the twilight, the 
rector came to him, hat in hand, apol- 
ogized most humbly for his ignorance, 
wblch he had corrected in the meantime, 
and conducted him to the grave of the 
immortal Ella.

: MEDIAEVAL NAVAL ARMS. . ' 


Very strange to 'modern eyes would be 
the armament of Great Britain's med- 
iaeval navy. The very names of many of 
the implements of attack and defense 
sound queer." According to the books, in 
the year 1337 the vessels of the navy were 
furnished 
-with 
"espringalds." ancient 
spring 
gunsT "haubergeons," coats of 
mail; "badinets," small helmets; bows, ar- 
rows. doublets, targets; "pavises,"' large 
shields placed . at the sides, and serving 
the double purpose of protection against 
the sea and against the enemy ; lances 
and ,'^flrtng barrels.". As early as 133S 
cannon formed part of the armament of 
ships, and about 1372 guns and gunpow- 
der were commonly used. 
Among the 
stores, belonging to one of the vessels of 
that time were three .iron cannon . with 
five chambers, a hand gun and three old 
stone bags, probably for shot. Another 
ship had an iron cannon with two cham- 
bers and ,one brass cannon with one 
chamber. 
Among other, implements of .war used 
at that time -were "cannon-paviors" or 
stone shot throwers, and ""inuitherers " 
which were smaller and threw any kind 
of shot. There were 
also' "basilisks," 
"port pieces," "stock fowlers," sakers," 
and "bombards." The .bombards were of 
hammeied iron, made of bars welded and 
bound, together with iron bands. They 
threw stone shot weighing between .140 
ounds and 196 pounds. A battery of 
hese erected on a slip of land at the 
naval battle of Chioggia (1380) between 
the Venetians, and the Genoese did : great 
damage. 
They were loaded over.-night 
and were fired in the morning. 
Froissart- tells of a bonibard used at one 
of these ancient sieges that, "might be 
heard five leagues off in the daytime aM 
ten at night The report of it was so loud 
that it seemed as if all the devils in hell 
had broken loose " Brass ordnance was 
first cast in England in the year 1535. 
The pieces had : various names. Many of 
different caliber were mounted, on the

BATTLE WITH SHARKS 
OFF BAY FARfl ISLAND 


Daniel Swett Reports a Lively Time 


With a School of the 


Ferocious Tribe. 


ALAMEDA, July 22.-?AIone In a ffail 


skiff a mile from the northwest point of 
Bay Farm Island, Daniel Swett, a well 
known Alamedan, had a deaperSte battle 
yesterday afternoon with a school of 
sharks, and :had ;it not been.for.his pres- 
ence of mind in flghtlng them off with a 
3oathook, his lifeless - body would ,now be 
beneath the waters of the \ bay. -Swett, 
who Is 26 years of. age, and- the son of 
the late Daniel Swett, who .at one time 
owned the greater part of the island near 
where yesterday's encounter bccurrd, re- 
cently returned from Australia, and took 
up his residence at the Swett home. 
- 


He had been employing his leisure mo- 


ments in tho pastime of fishing for striped 
bass at a point a mile off of Mecartney's 
wharf. 
Shortly before 2 o'clock yester- 


day afternoon Swett left the mainland in 
a small skiff, on his usual fishing trip. 
He was unconscious of danger, when, 
without warning, 
his craft was sur- 
rounded by the snapping jaws of sharKa, 
and the waters about' were lashed into a 
foam as the monsters rushed at the, boat. 
Swett rose from his seat in alarm and 
groped about the bottom of the skiff In 
search of a weapon of defense. He found 
a boat hook, and with repeated thruscs 
kept the sharks at bay, but not until 
one of the snapping jaws 
had closed 
upon an oar and ripped it. and the row- 
lock socket clear of the gunwale. 
Hastily grabbing the remaining oar to 
prevent It from going the way of the 
other, Swott started to scull for the island, 
though still. having to occasionally fight 
off the - man-eaters. 
In a .> state of 
ex- 
haustion he reached land, whore he was 
cared for by some of. the farmers living 
there, and later was removed by "them to 
his home. 
"When seen today, Swett said: 
"One 
experience like the one that I nnd«rwent 
yesterday is enough to have during a 
lifetime. I did not notice the presence of 
the sharks until those snapping Jaws and 
cruel teeth surrounded my boat. Scared? 
Well, I'D. admit "that I was,scared for a 
few moments, and then my fear turned 
to anger, and with a boat hook I fought 
them off as well as I could. I shall never 
forget how the water looked after I had 
wounded two or three of the monsters, 
and in their agonies they churned .it into 
a crimson foam. Yes,. I am positive that 
they were of the man-eating variety, for 
I've lived on the Island for many a year, 
and a.m familiar with the different Vari- 
eties of sharks in the- waters about here." 
The case yesterday is the third one of 
its kind that has happened off of Bay 
Farm Island in the past few years. 
About two years ago an Italian fisher- 
man was severely bitten by sharks !n an 
attempt to fight them away from his boat 
at a point in proximity to where Swatt's 
narrow escape from death occurred.
